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■ Corporate review suggests major improvements needed

The Town of Didsbury will 
undergo some major changes in 
the next few months aimed at 
improving the town's operating 
efficiencies 

Didsbury Mayor Ray Lea said 
council has voted to accept rec¬ 
ommendations made in a corpo¬ 
rate review undertaken earlier 
this year which outlines a major 
overhaul of the town 's adminis¬ 
trative structure 

“We decided we needed this 
corporate review last year.” Lea 
said “Wejust felt that the struc¬ 
ture didn’t meet the require¬ 
ments for the future It was a 
system from the 70s that just 
doesn’t work for the 90s.” 

Among the recommendations 
from the review: an amalgama¬ 
tion of the town’s committees, a 
different function for the town's 
chief administrative officer, a 
total renovation of the town’s 
telecommunications system and 
town office and centralization 
of purchasing 

Some of the changes recom¬ 
mended have already been im¬ 
plemented Town manager Mike 
Storey has taken a leave of ab¬ 
sence pending termination of his 
position and the assistant ad¬ 
ministrator’s position has been 
eliminated Lea said the town 
will likely be replacing the 
CAO's positions with one more 
focused on town development 
and will also appoint a director 
of corporate services who's job 
will be mostly financial 

In the meantime, the town 
has hired a private consultant to 
handle day to day operations 
and to help design and imple¬ 
ment the corporate structure as 
outlined in the review Doug 
Plamping, a management con¬ 
sultant from Wetaskiwin, was 


recommended to town council 
and will work with the town 
over the next few months 
Lea said most of the changes 


will be implemented slowly, as 
time and funding permits but in 
the end. it is expected to save the 
town money in staffing expenses 
and through improved effi¬ 
ciency 

Town departments will also 
be changed under the recom¬ 
mendations from the review Lea 
said Family and Community 
Support Services will likely be 
amalgamated with Recreation 
under the new department of 
Community Services Other 
town committees will also be 
amalgamated into larger, more 
universal committees which will 
be able to deal with town issues 


on a cross board basis An action plan for lmplcmcnt- 

Lea said council hopes to have ing the changes is expected to be 

the top management structure presented at the next council 
plan completed in three weeks meeting on April 18

Olds RCMP arc looking for help 
to solve a malicious vehicle vandal¬

On April 5, an unknown vandal 
or vandals targeted a gold colored 
1980 Pontiac Firebird which was

but said it is open to special pro¬ 
grams like year-round schooling 
and 4 of 5 or 9 for 10 school day 
programs, some of which are cur¬ 
rently running in schools in the 
jurisdiction. 

Didsbury school have been op¬ 
erating on a 9 for 10 school week 
program since the beginning of the 
school year Students attend classes 
nine of every 10 days, taking every 
second Friday off. The former 


Mountain View School board im¬ 
plemented the program as a pilot 
project to see if the calendar would 
work It was expected the 9 for 10 
program would save the school 
board thousands of dollars in util¬ 
ity, busing and janitorial costs every 
year 

But the new school board stated 
that each school would have to make 
their own decisions about what 
school day program to run 


“It is just a generic calendar,” 
said School Superintendent Dr 
AlthaNeilson ‘ Individual commu¬ 
nities who’d like to do a 9 for 10 or 
a 4 of 5 can work with it But it will 
need strong community support 
because it will ultimately be the 
principals and (parent advisory 
committees) who will have to de¬ 
fend it.”

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Town council notes

Town council’s acceptance of a 
corporate review completed last 
month meant a few changes for 
town council operations. C AO Mike 
Storey, currently on a leave of ab¬ 
sence, was replaced by acting CAO 
Doug Plamping and town secretary 
Fran Murphy filled the new role of 
recording secretary for the council. 

The corporate review, under¬ 
taken by George Culf and Associ¬ 
ates, cost the town $12,000. Town 
councillors said the recommenda¬ 
tions as outlined in the review are 
expected to save the town money in 
the long run through decreased staff¬ 
ing costs and improved efficiencies 

Town council has approved the 
installation of wire mesh along arena 
rails to help prevent injury acci¬ 
dents at the complex. 

The move came after a grand¬ 
mother recounted her granddaugh¬ 
ter’s accident on the stairs at the 
arena when she tripped, fell through 
the railing and struck her head She 
suffered a concussion. 

In the letter, Bev Wygiera said 


she has been concerned for several 
years about the safety of stairs at the 
arena and had previously argued 
successfully to have wire mesh in¬ 
stalled across the top railing. Side 
rails continued to remain open 

But council agreed to have the 
mesh installed along all the rails in 
the arena to prevent another acci¬ 
dent Council, along with the 
Wygiera family, also applauded 
town employee Darron Campbell 
for the way he responded when 
Wygiera's granddaughter had the 
accident. 

Council has appointed a return¬ 
ing officer for this year’s municipal 
elections. 

Enid Gardiner will fill the role of 
returning officer for the municipal 
elections which will be held in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Gardiner will be paid $800 for 
her position 

Didsbury Brownies and Girl 
Guides have been given permission 
to paint on the curbs in town to help 
promoted water pollution aware¬ 
ness. 

The program, called Yellow Fish 


Road, will see the Brownies and 
Guides paint yellow fish on road 
sides beside gutters to help remind 
residents to avoid dumping toxic 
substances into the sewer system. 
They will also hand out pamphlets 
detailing some of the common pol¬ 
lutants which end up down the drain 
The program is set to begin Sat¬ 
urday, April 22 in the downtown 

Didsbury Snowbirds used to can¬ 
celling their town billing when they 
fly south for the winter, may have 
that privilege cut off 

Town council has decided to 
review the town practise of cancel¬ 
ling billing for garbage pick up for 
residents who spend part of the year 
away from town. They will also 
decide whether to charge a fee for 
shutting off and turning back on 
water service at individual resi¬ 
dences 

Council decided to investigate 
the issue when one Snowbird asked 
the town to refund him for his bill¬ 
ing over the past winter. Council 
said they might be losing money 
over this deal because of their gar¬ 
bage pick up contract with BFI 
“The town is still paying on the

Town sets appeal fee

Didsbury ratepayers who wish 
to appeal their assessments will have 
to pay a fee to file an appeal appli¬ 
cation. 

Town council set a $25 fee for 
the appeal application to help cover 
expenses for the process and to 
discourage residents from appeal¬ 
ing purely for political reasons. 

“I’ve noticed most people aren’t 
as upset with their assessments as 
they are with their taxes,’ ’ said Coun¬ 
cillor Rod Collinge. “ A fee in place 
would help make them think twice 
(about filing an appeal) and just 
making a statement. ’ ’ 

Council did debate the issue over 
whether to implement the fee this 
year because of the change in as¬ 


sessment structure This year, Dids¬ 
bury s assessments changed to mar¬ 
ket value, creating a fairly drastic 
increase in assessment levels for 
most ratepayers. 

‘ ‘ I can see a lot of people would 
be confused with the new assess¬ 
ment,” said Councillor Willard 
Swalm “ The county did this last 
year and they worked full time for 
three weeks to get though all of 
their appeals ” 

But council decided that rate¬ 
payers were given an opportunity 
to clear up confusion about their 
assessment by the assessor before 
the deadline and voted to imple¬ 
ment the $25 fee immediately. 

The fee is refundable if the as¬ 
sessment is adjusted by the appeal 
board

One of the responsibilities of 
your council is to ensure that 
municipal operations arc both 
effective and well managed In 
1994, council realized that it 
needed to take action to change 
the way the town was doing busi¬ 
ness and to ensure that service to 
the public was both courteous 
and helpful 

Council felt that it would ben¬ 
efit from the experience of those 
who had examined the operations 
of many different municipalities 
and council hired the firm of 
George B Cuff & Associates 
Ltd , to undertake a corporate 
review This review was com¬ 
pleted in February and the Ex¬ 
ecutive Summary of the Corpo¬ 
rate Review was received at the 
April 4th council meeting 

The report confirmed that 
sifhificant changes were required 
in the way that the town ran its 
business and the report provided 
a plan of action to council Any 
change will affect people and 
council has had to make a number 
of personnel changes in develop¬ 
ing the new organization Those 
changes will be made by council 


as humanely as possible in the 
circumstances 

In order to complete the de¬ 
velopment of the new organiza¬ 
tion, in as short a time frame as 
possible, council has hired an 
interim Chief Administrative 
Officer to assist council in im¬ 
plementing the changes Over 
the next few weeks, council will 
be able to announce its propos¬ 
als on a new organization struc¬ 
ture and on a revised council 
committee system Once these 


changes have been completed, 
costs of these organizational 
changes, included the total cost 
of severance payments paid, will 
be made public

I am seeking information about 
a Chaffin family that once lived in 
the Didsbury area, for genealoical

My father, Arthur Ly sander, was 
a New Englander, son of Lysander 
who lived in Massachusetts 
The family treked to Nebraska 
when my father was 10 or 12, he 
had two brothers, Edgar and Loren

This week is National Wildlife Week in Canada While many people 
may wonder w hy it is necessary to celebrate Canadian w ildlife since there 
seems to be so much of it, I would just like to run over some statistics 
released by the Committee on the Status of Endangered Wildlife in 
Canada 

COSEWIC states this year that there arc eight species of mammal, 
nine species of birds, three species of reptiles and amphibians 12 species 
offish and 30 types of plants in danger of ceasing to exists in Canada 
unless we take some action to prevent their extinction Some of the 
wildlife beluga whales from the Hudson’s Bay, wood bison, ferruginous 
hawks, spiny shoftshell turtles, bird’s foot violet and golden seal 

Endangered species, those in danger of immediate extinction in 
Canada unless emergency action is taken include eight species of 
mammal, 14 species of bird, 4 species of reptiles and amphibians, three 
species offish and 23 species of plants Specifically they are: the eastern 
cougar, sea otter. Loggerhead shrike, peregrine falcon, Aurora trout, 
pink coreopsis and the small white lady’s slipper 

Extirpated species, those no longer existing in Canada but repre¬ 
sented by populations outside our borders include the black footed ferret, 
the grey whale, the northwestern walrus, the plain grizzly and the swift 
fox. the great prairie chicken, the pygmy short-horned lizard, the gravel 
chub and paddlefish and, for plants, the blue eyed Mary and the Illinois 
tick trefoil 

Animals which once existed in Canada but arc no longer around 
anywhere in the world include the Dawson's caribou and the sea mink, 
the great auk, Labrador duck and passenger pigeon, the blue walleye, 
deepwater cisco, longjaw cisco and longnosc dace from Banff 

While some may argue the loss of these animals is strictly part of 
natural evolution, the truth is that human activity has contributed greatly 
to their decline and extinction We pollute the waters, wantonly destroy 
habitat and hunt them for sport of vanity. 

The tragedy is that we don’t realize how greatly the loss of these

It explodes Kill off the 
cougars and we arc facing a deer overgrowth Mother Nature has a very 
delicate system of checks and balances in place and messing with that is 
not a good idea 

Even if you are not an animal lover, the important thing to remember 
is that their health affects yours We don’t live in a vacuum

In reply to the opinion column 
by Gerald Reid, I, too, am a farmer 
I was raised on a farm, I married a 
farmer, and farming has been my 
living, my life and my love for nearly 
45 years. 

Gerald, if you had ended your 
letter after the first two paragraphs, 
I, and I believe many others, would 
have, as you suggested, nodded our 
heads in at least partial agreement. 

There, however, all agreement 
ended 

To suggest that because we do 
not share your ideas on continuing 
subdivision, are all suffering from 
xenophobic attitudes is both offen¬ 
sive and patronizing. 

Yes, I had to look up xenophobic 
in the dictionary and, for the benefit 
of all those who like me, were not 
familiar with the word, it means and 
I quote "a fear or hatred of foreign¬ 
ers or strangers, or that which is 
foreign or strange" 

I doubt that the thought entered 
our heads - one can dislike the deed 
without disliking the doer 

We, who enjoy the constant 
beauty and camaraderie of the coun¬ 
try, can certainly sympathize with 
city dwellers and understand their 
desire to live here. 

Our concern is more with the 
farmers or land owmers who, with 
little regard for their neighbors, the 
welfare of the country or the future 
of farming, decide to rob the land of 
its productivity through subdivision. 

Our concern is also with the 
county and provincial administra¬ 
tors who supposedly have the inter¬ 
est of their community and county 
at heart but who continue and I 
quote you, Gerald, "to ruthlessly 
approve these practises" of subdivi¬ 
sion. 

To suggest that subdivision may 
make the difference of one car on a 
country road is quite ludicrous 

We used to live on that quiet 
country road Now the traffic starts 
at 4:30 a m , continues unabated 
until late at night Not just com¬ 
muter cars, but added school buses, 
service trucks, delivery trucks, etc 
We can no longer leave windows 
open because of the noise, but we 
neither fear nor hate these people 

You also minimize the concern 
over the large number of extra dogs 


I'm sure most owners try to be re¬ 
sponsible and I'm sure that most 
farmers love dogs, but they also 
love their livestock 

Even though most of the dogs 
may be confined while the owners 
are away all day - these dogs will 
naturally roam and run at night when 
released. Eventually they run in 
parks and that's when the trouble 
starts, eg. "Betty" in southern Al¬ 
berta. 

Gerald, my grandparents like 
yours, homesteaded here in the early 
1900's. Certainly they welcomed 
newcomers. These "newcomers" 
settled here, worked here, bought 
'here, benefited from and contrib¬ 
uted to their community and be¬ 
came a necessary link in the liveli¬ 
hood of the country. Very few spent 
their entire working lives commut¬ 
ing to the city. 

These early settlers and those 
who came after them worked, 
planned, experimented and became 
convinced that western Alberta was 
cattle country. This is becoming 
more and more apparent 

Because of this, we need consid¬ 
erable land for pasture - and, as no 
experienced farmer is going to pas¬ 
ture his best land, we need "mar¬ 
ginal" land - lots of it Pasture is 
already becoming scarce as more 
and more marginal land is turned 
into subdivision. 

Most farmers, perhaps most long 
time farmers would be more cor¬ 


rect, develop a deep love for the 
land I truly believe that we have not 
only the opportunity, but the moral 
obligation to leave our land more 
productive and more beautiful than 
when we come, so that future farm¬ 
ers, our children, and grandchildren 
may have the same opportunity to 
farm that we had Subdivision has 
so inflated the price of land that 
even now this is becoming extremely 
difficult 

I think everyone will agree, that 
covering the hills and valley's, the 
marginal land, with houses and 
gravel or paved access roads does 
nothing to add to the beauty or the 
productivity of this land 

Gerald, do you really believe 
that we are "belligerent", "uncoop¬ 
erative", we use twisted logic, we 
are fearful of change and our atti¬ 
tudes are xenophobic? 

Not really, Gerald - we are only 
concerned, very concerned about 
our country and our land. 

Didn't it occur to you that when 
so many good, experienced, long 
time, successful farmers are all of 
the same opinion, that they could be 
right? 

We don't hate anyone, Gerald 
We try to be reasonably tolerant and 
to get along with everyone - but we 
are farmers. We want our great, 
great grandchildren to be able to say 
- like us -1 am a farmer.

Participants at an April 26 pub¬ 
lic meetmg will discuss the future 
direction of air quality management 
for a large area of west central Al¬ 
berta The Clean Air Strategic Alli¬ 
ance (CASA) has proposed the crea¬ 
tion of air quality zones in order to 
bring stakeholders in an area to¬ 
gether to discuss possible strategies 
in improving the overall manage¬ 
ment of local air quality. 

Following a public meeting held 
in James River Bridge in October of 
1994 a local multi-stakeholder steer¬ 
ing committee was asked to explore 
the concept as a process of address¬ 
ing air quality concerns expressed 
at the meeting. A Regional Air 
Management Investigation Team 
(RAMIT) was formed and brought 
together representatives from the 
general public, regulatory agencies, 
industries (oil and gas, forest prod¬ 
ucts, utilities) and local municipali¬ 
ties 

Over a six month period, RAMIT 
reviewed an existing CASA model 
in the Drayton Valley area and as¬ 
sessed the existing air monitoring 
system and a proposed regional air 
quality management system.

Preserving the

One of the most important ele¬ 
ments in preserving wildlife is in 
preserving their homes and that is 
the aim of Ducks Unlimited 

Around in Alberta since the 
1950s, Ducks Unlimited has been 
very active in this area, fundraising, 
educating and most importantly, 
preserving waterfowl habitat 
Three habitat projects are evi- 


habitat 

dent in the area. Bernard Trick do¬ 
nated use of his land for a 27 acre 
project which was built in 1957 
More recently, Gwen and Don Day 
of Silver Willow Pheasant Farms 
donated 25 acres for a marsh habi¬ 
tat and DU is now working on the 
project they call The Divide, a 124 
acres project just off Highway 2 
north of Didsbury. All three pro¬ 
vide the native grass and shallow 
marsh land necessary for the nest¬ 
ing and feeding habits of a variety 


of waterfowl including ducks, 
geese, swans and other birds 

Jerry Brunen, a spokesperson 
for DU, said traditionally farmers 
in the area have donated their land 
for habitat renewal and have been 
very cooperative with DU’s fund¬ 
raising efforts Now, he said, the 
land owners are also working with 
DU to help them improve their 
business 

“It is very much a cooperative 
agreement Not only are we work¬ 


ing towards saving habitat for wild¬ 
life, we are also providing them 
with better w ater and forage land so 
they realize a lot of benefits too,” he 
said 

One of the extensions of the habi¬ 
tat projects has led to agricultural 
benefits for local farmers On their 
march land, which are generally 
sunounded by grass lands which 
provides excellent nesting sites for 
w ater fowl, DU has brought in cattle 
to manage the land 


“When you think about it, na¬ 
ture had fire and the buffalo before 
we all came along,” Brunen said 
“ Thai led to the vigor of the grasses 
otherwise it starts to deteriorate. 

DU is also actively involved in 
research in regards to the animals 
they work to protect as well as on 
the habitat It is leading to far more 
cooperative arrangements between 
agriculture and conservationists 
than ever before

It’s a familiar sight on the roads 
and highways - animals of all shapes 
and sizes are victims of vehicle 
traffic, power lines and other hu¬ 
man activity. 

Left on their own, injured ani¬ 
mals are easy prey for predators. 
Their injuries generally lead to their 
loss. 

For a Madden couple and a large 
group of volunteers, that loss is too 
high a price to pay. The Rockyview 
Wildlife Recovery Centre was es¬ 
tablished to help fight the odds 

At their acreage near the com¬ 
munity of Madden, Rick and Dianne 
Rowell have donated some of their 
own land to house a facility tailor 
made for treating these injured ani¬ 
mals. The Rockyview Wildlife Re¬ 
covery Centre takes in animals of 
all shapes and size, birds, reptiles 
and amphibians in an effort to save 
them from an inevitable death in 
the wild after they are injured. 

“95 percent of animal injuries 
are a direct result of human activ¬ 
ity, ” said Dianne Rowell “Carsare 
a big one, but there are also power 
lines, barbed wire fences and poi¬ 
son. One of the largest problems are 
people’s pets ” 

Dianne said she and her husband 
decided to work with animal loving 
volunteers to open the centre after 
the Calgary Zoo announced it would 
no longer treat injured wildlife as it 
had done for many years. The 
Rowells had run a wildlife recovery 
centre in B.C. in the early 1980s 
and had been interested in opening 
another here in Alberta but were 
told by Alberta Fish and Wildlife it 
wasn’t necessary because of the 
zoo’s program Once the zoo closed 
its doors to wildlife, the Rowells 
applied and were granted permis¬ 
sion to open their facility. 

Dianne, a wildlife biologist, said 


bilitates injured wildlife is great 
“ I get a lot of people ask me why 
I spend so much energy on animals 
when there arc starving children in 
the world If 1 have a couple of 
hours I can sit down and tell them, ’ ’ 
she said. ‘ ‘Most people don’t realize 
how important wildlife is to the 
environment Those children are 
starving because their ecosystems 
have been damaged so it can no 
longer support life. If we don’t take 
care of the animals and the environ¬ 
ment here, it can also happen. ’ ’ 

The Rowells’ commitment to 
their cause is obvious. Dianne works 
an average 80 hour week caring for 
the animals and soliciting dona¬ 
tions for the centre. While the facil¬ 
ity has Alberta Environmental Pro¬ 
tection approval through the Fish 
and Wildlife department, they do 
(lot receive any government fund¬ 
ing. The estimated $200,000 a year 
operating costs are raised solely 
through private and corporate do¬ 
nations and small grants 

“That $200,000 a year is our 
optimum,” Dianne said “Most of 
the time we get through just on what 
we can get. ’ ’ 

Dianne said the facility has been 
able to operate for the past year 
thanks to the generosity of the com¬ 
munity The Airdrie Animal Clinic 
has donated thousands in medicine 
and treatments, the Calgary Zoo 
donates the time of their 
veterinarians, the SPCA has do¬ 
nated cat and dog food which can 
be fed to some animals and Calgary 
Co-op has donated fruits and veg¬ 
etables on a regular basis 

Donations are also helping to 
construct a new, fully equipped 
treatment centre The building and 
much of the construction material 
has been donated and volunteer 
labor will help to build it. But fur¬ 
ther funding is needed to help en¬ 
sure the operation can help all ani¬ 


mals. $ 15,000 to $30,000 is needed 
to purchase two animal rescue ve¬ 
hicles and a number of cages, rang¬ 
ing in price from $ 1000 to $ 10,000 
are needed to house the animals 
once they are brought in for treat¬ 


ment. 

“We can’t just use regular 
cages,” Dianne said “Most of the 
time they need to be made from 
wood so the birds don’t hurt them¬ 
selves. ’ ’ 


During their first year of opera¬ 
tion, the facility treated 106 ani¬ 
mals Dianne expects that number 
to grow to 300 this year and to 1000 
by the turn of the century

International trade statistics show 
Alberta's agri-food exports in¬ 
creased by nearly 28 percent to a 
new record of $3 6 billion in 1994

"The 1994 growth in agri-food 
exports was mostly attributable to 
substantial increases in shipments 
of several major commodities, in¬ 
cluding wheat, live cattle, beef, bar¬ 
ley, canola seed and canola oil," 
noted Michael Adam, trade statisti¬ 
cian with the market analysis and 
stastics branch 

Together, these commodities 
accounted for $2.6 billion or 72 
percent of Alberta's agri-food ex¬ 
ports during the year 

Alberta's agri-food sector ex¬ 
ported products to 131 countries. 
The U S. continues to be the prov¬ 
ince's largest export market 

"Value-added product exports 
continued to grow, rising by almost 
24 percent to $1.3 billion last year," 
added Adam The most significant 
value-added export products were 
beef, pork, canola oil and raw hides 
and skins. These four commodities 
made up nearly 60 percent of total 
value-added shipments in 1994 
Beef exports increased by 32 
percent in value to $385.9 million 
and 3 8 percent in quantity to 131,408 
tonnes At $95 8 million, the export 
value of pork grew eight percent 
over 1993, while quantity, at 32,966 
tonnes, was up three percent Ex¬ 
ports of raw hides and skins, at 
$1218 million, increased more than 
13 percent. 

There was a large increase in 
canola oil shipments. The export 
value rose 94 percent from $68.3 
million to $132.8 million. As well, 
export quantity reached 156,139 
tonnes, compared to 99,629 in 1993, 
up about 57 percent. 

“It's worth noting that demand 
for other value-added commodites 
is also on the rise," says research 
assistant Barbara Pekalski. Princi¬ 
pal among these commodities are 
oilseed cake and meal, prepared 
animal feeds and tallow Exports ol 
these products rose by an average ol 
30 percent betw een 1993 and 1994 
Exports of primary agricultural

Yet, Hdmonton's 
Roger Lacasse said he felt like, "I 
won the $50,000 today." Lacasse 
was standing in the middle of the 
arena inside the Calgary Corral, 
answering a question from an¬ 
nouncer Bill Kehler, on the final 
day of Rodeo Royal Lacasse stuck 
a snappy 87-point spur ride on Cal¬ 
gary's solid bay mare. Dirt Dancer, 
in the short round for 165 points on 
two. Then he had to sit back and 
wait for Shawn Vant to go 

Vant, of Millet, AB, would up 
with 81 points and 164 on two, a 
point shy of the average win As a 
result, Lacasse will be back in the 
Stampede Park infield again this 
summer when they hand out the five 
$50,000 bonuses. It will be his third 
crack at Rodeo's richest payoff. 

In the ladies barrel racing, Wyo¬ 
ming horsewoman Sharon Kobold 
once again proved that Calgary just 
may be her favorite stop on the trail, 
sweeping both rounds and the aver¬ 
age in the barrel racing for $2,456. 
She's won the last two Calgary Stam¬ 
pede barrel racings Amie Stone of 
Madden, AB, and Sandi Emond of 
Malta, MT, rounded out the field.

Negaard O'Neill strapped an 87- 
point ride on Calgary's Papa Smurf 
to nail down the bronc riding with 
167 points on two, six better than 
Oklahoman Billy Litbauer The 1994 
world bronc riding rookie-of-the- 
year collected $3,305, which fit 
nicely with the $9,700 he won dur¬ 
ing the winter. 

Negaard, a relatively new face 
on the trail who went to his first 
National Finals last December, 
twisted down two steers in 7.9 sec¬ 
onds for the Rodeo's largest cheque 
of $3,427. He edged out his travel¬ 
ling partner. Brad Gleason, of Ennis, 
MT, by one-tenth Gleason, who 
chased Blaine Pederson down to 
the wire for the world champion 
buckle at Las Vegas, was the fastest 
gun in the short go at 3.7. 

Branger earned his seventh ticket 
to the Stampede's $50,000 round by 
topping Wilf Girletz' White Light¬ 
ning for 87 points in the short round 
He was 86 on his first one.
